Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 45-46 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-30 of U.S. Pate No. 6,701,233. 

Applicant herewith files a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321 
regarding these claims, see attached form PTO/SB/26. It is submitted that the terminal 
disclaimer avoids the obviousness-type double patenting objection. MPEP § 804.02.
